BERLIN, Aug. 11.—U nrest is on 
the increase in Germany. Food riots, 
strike disorders and agitation foster­ 
ed by the communists are among the 
troubles wherewith the government 
of Chancellor 
Cuno 
is contending. 
And to make the position worse, the 
governm ent’s tenure of office by rea­ 
son of the "no confidence" decision 
of the united socialists, appears soon 
to be over, for there was every indi­ 
cation tonight that the government 
would announce its retirem ent at al­ 
m ost any moment. 
The most 
disastrous 
disturbance 
of the day occurred at Aix La Chap- 
pelle where strikers, who were trying 
to seize the crops from the peasants, 
were confronted by self- protection 
squads organized 
by 
the peasants. 
Eleven 
persons 
were 
killed 
and 
many were wounded. 
Crefeld ,one of the principal seats 
of German manufacture in Rhennish 
Prussia, 
has 
been 
in turmoil for 
m any hours. 
The food shortage and 
lack of currency are especially se­ 
vere here and demonstrations which 
began yesterday 
aroused the popu­ 
lace to such a pitch today that they 
began to plunder food shops. These 
dem onstrations brought death to four 
persons and injury to about thirty. 
Virtually all the plants in the dis­ 
trict are shut down. 
Inability 
of employers 
to

th eir payrolls has been the cause of 
other 
dem onstrations 
especially in 
Hamburg. 
Many plants here have 
ceased operations because of strikes. 
W orkmen are giving vent to their 
feelings by parading the downtown

strators marching in the city’s streets 
clashed with the police, with the re 
suit that several casualties occurred.

“There is too much mother in the 
modern family,” declared Dr. Grulle 
"That is the reason unruly children 
in American homes aro moro num­ 
erous than ever before. 
In former 
days families 
were large.

days when we have one and 
two 
children In a family, the youngsters 
get too much attention. 
They be­ 
come self-centered and consequently 
unruly. Pity the only child! He Is 
the product of modern civilization, 
and he is a social and medical prob­ 
lem.” 
The new clinic at Rush will spe­ 
cialize in neurotic children between 
the ages of three and 14. 
Nurses and physicians of the new 
dispensary will 
investigate home 
conditions first . In a majority

band’s journey of life 
had 
ended. ( 
Then she turned away, brave to the | 
last, to face the lonely years ahead. 
She waited not to see the iron gates 
closed softly upon her dead. 
Harding is home forever from life's 
high 
places, 
where 
the 
restless, 
heady winds of ambition blow; home 
beneath Ohio soil, for above hUn the 
vaulted roof is mantled with grass* 
grown sod; home among the friends 
and neighbors of hia youth, the kind­ 
ly people of a kindly town. Time is 
ended for him, and the shouting and 
clamor that surrounds the great is 
done. 
Multitude Walls Way 
It was a long road to that silent 
vault, about which there closed to­ 
night a guard of the citizen soldiery 
of his own state. There was endless 
ceremony of the nation’s 
and 
the 
people's making to mark 
the way. 
But it ended simply, calmly, and as 
the dead would have had it end. 
Aside from 
the 
multitude 
that 
walked the long way from his fath­ 
er’s home to the vault 
and 
those 
others, close-packed to make a living 
setting for the funeral rites, there 
was not much 
to mark It as 
the 
burial of one who had held the high- 
|e s t power in his grasp. 
There were 
the armed men of his guard from 
the sister services of the nation, the 
Admirals and the Generals formed 
his honor escort, the friend and com­ 
rade who now is President in his 
stead, the colleagues of his grief- 
stricken Cabinet. 
That was ail except the last, dis­ 
tant gunfire as he came to his tomb 
and the soft tones of a bugle sound­ 
ing a soldier requiem as the gates 
were closed. 
Whole State at Funeral. 
Otherwise the funeral service was 
that of a simple and much loved citi­ 
zen of Ohio. For all Ohio seemed to 
have come today to bid him farewell. 
Throngs whose number will never be 
known passed beside the casket and 
looked their last upon the dead face 
before the time for the last journey 
came. 
From his father’s house he went 
out again, carried by the steadfast 
men who have stood constantly to 
guard a dead commander. No solemn 
music of bands or military pageant 
marked his going save the great flag 
of the president drooping in mourn­ 
ing and carried before him to the 
gates of the tomb as he went. 
In cars behind the simple hearse 
that carried this honored leader came 
President Coolidge and the cabinet 
and the friends and close kin.

Chinch Bugs Do Damage 
In Several Counties 
Wheat Average Given 


JEFFERSON CITY. Aug. 11.—Mis­ 
souri corn on the first of August was 
g5 percent of normal, indicating a 
yield of 30.6 bushels per acre totaling 
105,718,000 against 175,273,000 bush­ 
els produced last year, the monthly 
; crop report of the federal-state crop 
! reporting service says today. The re 
* port continues: 
“Com at the beginning of August 
! was needing rain badly throughout 
i most of the state, but since that time 
¡ pood rains have fallen in nearly all 
| sections with the exception of certain 
j central and southwest portions where 
! it is still dry and needs rain. 
The 
northwest and southwest countries 
have been relieved, and throughout 
the balance of the state, corn has suf- 
ficient moisture if another good rain j 
comes by August 20. 
“Many late planted fields with lit-1 
tie cultivation are suffering severely 
from the heat and dry weather, espe­ 
cially in HarTison, Holt, Nodaway, 
Callaway and Osage counties, and on 
the uplands 
of Franklin, 
Bolinger 
and Stoddard counties. 
“Missouri wheat threshing returns 
average 13 bushels to the acre, total­ 
ing 39,988,000 last year. The acreage 
of 3,076,000 acres has remained the 
same since 1920. Low yields ate re­ 
ported in the northwest counties, 
owing especially to the ravages of 
chinch bugs, Hessian flies and early 
frosts. 
The counties south of Han­ 
nibal 
show 
the 
highest 
yields. 
Weather has been ideal for threshing 
and the work is nearly completed. 
Spring wheat 80 per cent of normal 
condition at harvest is yielding 12 
bushels to the acre, with an average 
quality of 96 per cent. 
“Missouri oats are uneven in yield, 
and quality with an average of 27.44 
bushels to the acre, indicating a total 
yield of 35,260,000 compared to 17,- 
892,000 last year when the yield per 
acre was only 16 bushels, and the 
lowest since 1911. 
The quality of 
oats is S7 per cent and only two per 
cent of last year’s crop remains on 
hand. 
“Tame hay is 84 per cent of a full 
crop, indicating 
1.13 
tons an acre 
compared to 1.10 last year. A larger 
yield of hay will be harvested than 
last year, owing 
to the 
Increased 
acreage. The crop has bee# har­ 
vested In fine shape, except the first 
cuttings of clover and alfalfa. Timo­ 
thy is 86 per cent, and damaged by 
chinch bugs in Warren county. Clover 
is 77 per cent but favorable to the 
la$o hay and seed crop. Alfalfa is S6 
per cent of a full crop. 
“Millet is 84 per cent of a full crop 
with the acreage increased, cowpeas 
and soybeans 88 per cent. 
Drilled 
cowpeas and soy beans are only fair 
on account of weeds, but where plant­ 
ed in rows are good. Prairie hay suf­ 
fered 
somewhat during the 
past 
month owing to the weather in the 
southwest leaving condition of 86 per 
cent and indicating a yield of 1.03 
tons per acre. 
“Vegetables suffered badly during ¡ 
the last half of July but potatoes are * 
90 per cent of a full crop, having ma- | 
tured before the dry weather. 
The ; 
crop in many localities is the best for . 
many years and averages 86 bushels 
to the acre against 61 last year.! 
Sweet potatoes at 85 per cent indi- [ 
cate a greater yield than 1922. 
T o j 
matoes, cabbages and onions dropped 
somewhat during July. 
“Total production of fruit will not ' 
be as heavy as last year. Apples are | 
68 per cent, peaches, 42, grapes, 77, j 
pears, 57. blackberries, 87, and water­ 
melons 73. 
“Pastures are 86 per cent and dried 
up badly in the northwest counties 
and were needing rain on August 1, 
but grazing generally over the state 
is good. Pastures are above the aver­ 
age in the Ozrrks. 
“Farm work is slowing up, haying 
finished and threshing nearing com­ 
pletion. 
Plowing for fall wheat has 
begun. 
Livestock is in good condi­ 
tion. The cotton crop shows improve­ 
ment from recent rains.

The tract comprises some 35,006 
square miles, and was set aside last 
February by the late President Hard­ 
ing as a 
naval oil 
reserve. 
Some 
traces of oil hae bveen found on its 
borders, but for the most part its' 
qualities and resources are a m atter 
of speculation. 
The exploration re-! 
cently begun is under the direction5 
of six scientists of the Interior De-, 
partm ent, whose prim ary task will 
be to investigate oil mining possibil­ 
ities, blit who in addition will make 
the first maps of the 
region 
e v e r5 
drawn on scientific lines. 
Four or five summers are 
to be 
consum er before the exploration is 
complete, but during the present sea- j 
son it is hoped to complete a prelim-j 
inary reconnaisance and determ ine 
the location of the most promising oil j 
fields. 
For this purpose the geolo-j 
gists and 
topographers 
and 
their 
camp hands have divided into th re e 1 
parties, in the hope 
that 
by this 
m eans most of the tract can be cov-« 
ered before w inter begins. 
The few facts known about the dis­ 
trict are that it consists mainly of a 
flat and barren land near the sea-1 
coast, a narrow strip of which has 
been visited by white men, and th a t. 
in the south it includes a high barren 
range of m ountains. 
It is bounded 
on the north and west by the Arctic j 
Ocean, on the south by the Endicott * 
Range, and on the east by the Col-, 
ville River. 
W halers and a few other hardy ad- 
venturers have visited the coast and i 
several small posts have been organ- ; 
ized. 
Several oil 
companies

sent prospectors to look over the 
i many oil seeps to be seen near the 
coast, but no legal claims of perm its 
j for exploitation of the resources have 
been granted.

oil Is said to have been collected in

W hether the 
federal 
government 
will undertake the 
development of

er. The working season would be so 
short, however, and the difficulties of 
drilling, storing and 
transportation: 
so immense, that unless oil is discov­ 
ered In great quantity leases will be 
granted to private firms.

Governor Warren 
T. McCray. 
The 
project started by local fight enthus­ 
iast» as to the possibility of bring­ 
ing 
Jack 
Dempsey, 
heavyweight 
champion, and Harry Wills, negro 
challenger here for a bout, promptly 
brought a statement from the gov­ 
ernor to the effect that he was just 
a smuch opposed to prize fighting as 
when he ordered the concellation of 
the Dempsey-Brennan match sched­ 
uled for Michigan City, Ind., Labor 
Day, 1922. 
The peculiar Indiana law, which 
permits boxing bouts and 
forbids 
prize fighting, but makes no defini- 
ation of either, leaves the question 
of permitting ring contesta largely to 
the discretion of the authorities. 
Governor McCray, in the case of 
the 
Dempsey-Brenan 
match, 
held 
that the advance publicity made it 
clear that the match came under the 
category of prize fights. 
Governor McCray holds that per­ 
sons who desired to open the way 
for the heavyweight bouts between 
fighters of international prominence 
had their opportunity to change the 
law at the last session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
This body having made no 
change, he declares he will stand 
firm against prize fighting. 
Nearly every city of several thous 
and inhabitants in the state has its 
weekly boxing card in which fighters 
of little promiiw-eee participate. Oc­ 
casionally the cards Include boxers 
of national importance in the light 


weight classes. 
The bouts are sel­ 
dom for more than ten rounds with 
no decision.

NEW7 NON-STOP 
DRIVING RECORD 
DETROIT, Aug. 11.—A new record 
for non-stop driving was established 
here recently when II. L. (Daredevil) 
Lockwood piloted a Maxwell touring 
car for 116 consecutive hours with­ 
out stopping at any time. 
Lockwood, the self same Lockwood 
who gained fame by his drops from 
one moving airplane to another while 
in mid air, by his human fly stunts 
performed on various of the country’s 
most famous skyscrapers, and by his 
many brilliant feats as a race driver, 
broke his own record for continuous 
driving by four hours. He had previ­ 
ously driven 112 consecutive hours 
to a record in Indianapolis. 
At the conclusion of his Detroit run 
it was plainly evident that his physi­ 
cal endurance had been taxed to the 
utmost and he collapsed as the motor 
was stopped. His left arm which had 
been handcuffed 
to the 
steering 
wheel was semi*paralyzed and he was 
unable to 
lift 
himself 
from 
the 
driver’s position without aid. His 
eyes were puffed and swollen and his 
nose was bleeding as the attending 
physician 
administered 
to 
him. 
Through the last twenty-five hours 
of the run it was necessary to keep a 
physician in constant attendance and 
Lockwood was forced to undergo se­ 
vere pain when two boils which had 
developed were lanced while the car 
was in motion and under Lockwood’s 
control. 
Unlike most non-stop runs which 
are staged on a track or without in­ 
terference from traffic, Lockwood 
faced a big problem in negotiating 
traffic In and about Detroit for five 
nights and six days. Traffic officers, 
however, were all pulling for the 
daredevil driver to complete his run 
and aided him wherever possible by 
turning traffic signals for him. Once 
in a while, 
though, 
Lockwood did 
cross traffic against the signal. And 
in one case in Sunday traffic on a 
much used road leading out of De- 
trbit, he had to drive in the ditch to 
keep from stopping his mount. 
After the run 
Lockwood 
stated 
that he gave much credit to the good 
Maxwell for the manner in which it 
performed during the long grind, and 
said that he could never have set a 
new record were it not for the steady 
performance which the Maxwell dis­ 
played in the test. 
The marathon drive made the 
successful pilot $2,000 richer, as he 
had laid a wager of that amount that 
he could drive for 115 hours without 
stop. 


SPIRIT OF DEMOCRACY 
SWEEPS GERMANY 
By the Associated Press, 
BERLIN, Aug. 11.—The spirit of 
democracy has begun to seep through 
the wralls of the musty castles of Ger­ 
many. 
The fact that many of the 
ancient dwellings of the nobility have 
stood for years, often without occu­ 
pants 
excepting 
caretakers, 
has 
drawn forth much comment in the 
newspapers from the champions of 
republicanism and 
may have 
had 
something to do with the new turn 
of events. 
Much Interest has been aroused by 
the announcement of the Duke of 
Anhalt, former ruler of the Duchy of 
Anhalt, that his castle would be turn- 
ed over to the government for the ; 
use of the Ruhr and Rhineland refu­ 
gees. 
The enormous 
structure, which 
since Germany became 
a republic 
has been known as Gray House will 
be left intact, furniture and all, and 
will be placed at the disposal of Ger­ 
mans expelled from occupied terri­ 
tory by the French. 
It is to be di­ 
vided into apartments for families 
and there will be a stove pipe pro­ 
truding from every other window. 
Owners of other castles are to fol­ 
low suit, having signified their inten­ 
tion of offering their great dwellings 
for the accommodation of the tens of 
thousands of men, women and chil­ 
dren who gradually are being expell­ 
ed from the occupied regions.

MARION, Ohio, August 11—George 
B. Christian, secretary to Warren G. 
Harding as United 
States 
senator 
and as 
President, announced last 
night he had submitted his resigna­ 
tion as executive secretary to Presi­ 
dent Coolidge. 
Mr. Christian made his announce­ 
ment soon after 
he had returned 
from the final services for his dead 
chief. 
“I entered public life with Warren 
G. Harding and I leave it now that 
he has been called away,’* the an­ 
nouncement said. “For nine years I 
worked beside him and my present 
sorrow Is somewhat assauged by the 
feeling of satisfaction at having been 
permitted to serve a great President,! 
a most humane and considerate chief 
and the finest friend it has ever been 
given a man to have. 
“I left at Washington my resigna­ 
tion for the acceptance of President 
Coolidge, with a tender of any ser­ 
vices I may be able to give him or 
his secretary. 
It is my expectation 
to enter private business.” 
Mr. 
Christian 
added 
Informally 
that he had no desire to continue in 
public office and would not look with 
favor on any federal appointment. 
The former secretary left 
here to­ 
night for Washington 
with 
Mrs. 
Harding to assist her in 
removing 
personal belongings from the White 
House and to clear up the desk of the 
late President. He may continue to 
live in Washington for a few months.

KITCHEN

THIS 16 SANDWICH SEASON 


r p HERE is n group of aesthetic 
sandwiches which may appeal 
u, tiiosa who like those things, 
iiiiido from bread and butter with 
1 lowers. 
For »t clover sandwich the crust 
is trimmed off from tbe loaf am* 
packed In a stone Jar in a nest of 
sweet clean clover blossoms. 
The 
butter is wrapped in cheesecloth 
and also covered with clover and 
allowed to stand over night or 
!<>nger in a cod place. 
The next 
morning the bread and butter wiii 
be llavored with closer and If the 
hostess* plans make It desirable 
the 
plates 
nre 
decorated 
with 
sprays of clover and leaves. 
For more practical sandwiches 
which the more human of us enjoy, 
the following will be more filling: 
Clubhouse 
Sandwich##. — These 
arc usually served with freshly- 
tossted bread. 
Put on top of a 
piece of toast that is well buttered, 
a thin layer of broiled ham ; on 
top of this a slice of sour pickle; 
on top of this a slice of roast chick­ 
en or turkey; then a leaf of let­ 
tuce in the center of which Is 
placed a spoonful of mayonnaise. 
Cover with another slice of toast. 
Press well together and cut into 
triangles making two good-sized 
sandwiches. 
Fruit Mine# Meat No. 2.—Take 
one pound each of raisins, dried 
peaches and prunes; one-half pound 
of dried apricots and the same of 
citron—the citron melon may be 
used—one-half 
pound 
of 
mixed 
orange and lemon peel, shredded 
fine, two quarts of cranberries. Put 
nil of the above through the meat 
chopper, using the coarsest knife. 
Place in a preserving kettle and 
add one quart of honey and one 
and 
one-half 
pounds of 
brown 
.sugar. Cook very slowly for one 
hour, then remove, cool and add 
five pounds of apples, cored and 
chopped, 
without 
removing 
the 
peeling; add one pound of finely 
chopped suet, one ponnd of seed­ 
less ralalns, four teaspoonfuls each 
of cloves, allspice, three of ginger, 
four tablespoonfuls of cinnamon, 
one teaspoonful of nutmeg. Cover 
with one quart of cider, which has 
been brought to the boiling point
